TOOK REFUGE 


The shooting occurred at the 


home of Elijah Rails in Crestline 
where Walter had taken refuge 
after he had allegedly stolen" 15

er, a posse surrounded the Rails 
home. Denied admittance, Daven- 
port threatened to break down the 
door before it,was opened

TOLD STORY 


Sheriff Davenport told his dep- 


uty that Walter Rails had shot 
him, the deputy said 


The three brothers were brought 


to the county jail here after Wal- 
ter's wound had been treated and 
Davenport was taken to the Crest- 
line hospital where he died several 
hours .later. 
. Davenport was the first repub- 
lican sheriff in the history of 
Crawford-co Elected to the office 
in 1928, he was serving his'second 
term. 


He will be accorded full military 


honors at the funeral, arrange- 
ments for which have not been 
completed. During the world war 
he commanded a 
headquarters 


company of the 37th division as a 
captain. 


Residents of Bucyrus were in- 


censed today over the slaying of 
Sheriff Davenport. Veiled threats 
were made against the three al- 
leged chicken thieves, all of whom 
are negroes. 


Although actual trouble was not 


expected. Deputy Sheriff Stuckert 
took the precaution of posting a 
heavy guard about the jaiL

Following his statement on the 


report of the Wickersham law en- 
forcement commission, in which he 
announced he favored resubmission 
Fort is making a personal canvass 
of many house drys who are said 
to lean toward the

IDEA FAVORED 


"I know that a great many 


members who are in favor of pro- 
hibition approve of the idea," Fort 
said. He declined to say whetner 
any attempt would be made aloag 
this line during the present session, 
but indicated the drya favoring 
the re-submission intend to con-- 
tinue their efforts.

Several memtJers of the Massa- 


chusetts delegation have announc- 
ed they favored a referendum, Fort 
pointed out. Rep. Gifford CR) of 
Massachusetts, the latest dry from 
tfeat state to take this attitude, 
says that members of Congress re- 
ceived a mandate from the state's 
electipn and referendum last fall. 


Many leading congressional wets 


have been campaigning for a ref- 
erendum for the last two years, 
based on the idea that it would* be 
settled through constitutional con- 
ventions to which delegates would 
be elected solely on the repeal is- 
sue.
